fuch a Conduét. It would be a bad Precedent, and in 
Procefs of Time might, nay mutt, turn upon themielves. 
But the true Lovers of Liberty have been always for 
maintaining the Conftitution ; not as the Loyalitts of 
old were for the Prerogative, without knowing why or 
wherefore, but becaufe they knew the Conttitution to be 
the fole Barrier by which Liberty can be fecured againtt 
the Arts of defigning Minifters on one hand, and the 
Schemes of Pretended Patriots on the other: Experience 
having fhewn that our Conftitution is peculiarly fuited 
to this excellent Purpofe, and may be ftiled a Bu/wark, 
or Sea-Waill, again all Tyrannical Inundations of One, 
of Few, or Many. ‘This was what indeared it of old 
to Brafon and Fortefcue, and in later Times to Bacon, 
Whitlock, Temple, Tyrrell, and the ¥ ounger Hampden, 
who always dillinguifh’d between the exorbitant Power 
which fome corrupt Lawyers would veft in the Crown 
alone, and that juit and legal Submiffion which is due of 
Right to the Legiflature, and the yielding of which 
demonftrates a Man’s Affeétion, or, if you will, Loy- 
alty to the Conflitution.

I am 
for more Sincerity and lefs Complaifance. If I really 
faw this Pamphlet in fuch a Light as they fee, or pre- 
tend to fee it, I would not hefitate in {peaking my Opi- 
nion : But, for my own Part, I think it perfeétly agree- 
able to the Principles I have laid down, and as oppofite 
as any Thing can be to thofe Libels they would thelter 
under its Shadow. I know it will be expeéted I fhould 
juftify this, and I am prepared to doit; the rather, be.

‘1 he Pro- 
ceedings of this Parliament were not only repugnant to 
the Interefts of Britain, and fubverfive of the Balance of 
Power in Europe, but they were alfo contradilory to the

Waving however all thefe Apologies, the Treatife in 
itfelf may be well defended, for there is nothing in it 
but what is ftrilly agreeable to our Conftitution No 
true Friend to Liberty ever pretended Parliaments were 
infallible, or that we ought fo toefteem them. This 
very Pamphies thews the contrary, but in an argumen- 
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tative Way, by plain flating-of Faéts, and regu'ar Ci 
tauions of Authorities. It is not an Allegory, itis not 
a F ict:on, it is not a Declamation, in fhort, it is not the 
leaft like the late Charge upon a Motion, but a candid 
Profpect of what the Majority had done againft the Senfe 
and Interelt of their Conflituents, clearly made out by all 
the Kinds of Evidence which they could admit. If it 
imputes, it convicts ; if it difputes the Cenfures of the 
H— of C—~ , it manifefts their Injuftice ; in thort, 
the Maiter, Stile and Spirit thew it the Work of one 
mott fincerely affected with the Misfortunes of his Coun- 
try. ‘There is not the leait Sign of feditious Joy, or 
Tranfport of having fuch indubitable Advantages over 
fuch confiderable Perfons, but on the contrary, a real 
Tendernefs for the Reputation of Parliaments, and the 
Honour of the Nation. It is not of fuch Inquiries, it 
is not againft {uch Pamphlets we at prefent complain, 
for we think with the learned Secretary, that fuch as do 
what they thould not, muft be content to hear what they 
would not. ‘ 

Befides, this very Hifery was not publifhed till the 
Parliament was diffolved a time, when from the Nature 
of our Government the freeft Applications are made ta 
the People, into whofe Hands their Rights then revert.

Reader’s View, and all is left, as it ought to be, to the 
People’s Choice. Whereas in the Champion, and other 
Papers | need not mention, Men, who have not fo 
much as a Vote for a Member, fet up for Legiflators, 
propofe in dire& Terms alcering the Government of 
thefe Kingdoms, and contending for the immediate cut- 
ting off what they call the rotten Part of the Conftitu- 
tion, tho” it may be well doubted, whether any Parlia- 
ment could legally deprive their Conflituents of Powers 
which are their Birthright, and in virtue of which they 
ele&t Reprefentatives ; befides a Variety of Projets of 
almoft as daring a Nature.

‘ That I did not write to you laft Poft, was owing to 
the Tour I made fora Week. I am but juft return’d, 
fall of News and full of Incertainties. ‘They think in 
a very different Manner at Francfort from what they 
think at Paris, or even here ; for they fcruple not to 
affirm, that a warmer Spirit of Patrietifm was never 
difcovered in Germany than at prefent. This they 
afcribe in a great Meafure to the vigorous Refolutions 


Majéfty’s Prefence in his German Dominions. It had 
been long whifper'd by the Emiffaries of acertain Court, 
that the Englifh were no longer concern’d for the In- 
terefts of the Houle of Auttria, or at leaft that they 
were far from being dear to the M——y there. But 
the King’s Speech at the Clofe of the laft Seffions, the 
Meafures he has taken fince his Arrival in the Ele¢to- 
ral Dominions, the Conduét of Mr. Trevor, and the 
prudent Steps taken by the Earl of Hyndford, have 
removed thefe Jealoufies, and convinced the German 
Princes that Great Britain was never more inclined to 
{upport her own Dignity, and maintain her Right to 
hold the Balance of Power in Europe, than fhe now 
is, which gives a general Satisfaction to all but the 
declared Creatures of the Houfe of Bourbon. The 
Precautions taken for fecuring the Freedom of the 
approaching Election of an Emperor, are fuch as give 
a certain great Minilter much Uneafinefs ; becaule it 
is forefeen that they either will have their Effect, or 
force an Eclaircifiment before he can be prepared for it. 
In two or three Weeks the Army of the Allies of the 
Queen of Hungary will be form'd, and aft as Occafion 
thal! require. 

‘ There are fome Private Letters here from Stock- 
holm, written in a Stile very different from thofe, the 
the Contents of which have been inade Publick. Ac- 
cording to thefe, there are greater Heats than ever 
amongit the Statcimen of that Country, a very great 
Party having been formed in favour of Peace, and the 
Old“ Adminiftranon. ‘The Fate of the unfortunate 
Secretary is look’d wpon as the Criterion in reipeét co 
the Affairs of tne North 5 if he dies, we fhall proba- 
bly hear immediately of the War's being commenc’d, 
but it chofe whoin he has ferv’d can have Lntereitenough 
to get his sentence changed, it is likely they will get 
the War deltyed, tor this Summer at leaft ; which 
would alter aii Things in that Part of the World, and 
contribute not a little to eftablifhing Peace elfewhere. 
‘ It is reported here, that the Breft Fleet is failed, 
feme fay to the Coait of Spain, to act againft one Ma- 
ritime Power, while others fanfy it is gone to the Eaft 
Indies to aét againft another. Very probably both 
are miftlaken, and this will prove no more than a 
Fleet of Parade, like that which went to the North, 
and that which went to America. France knows 
better Things than to make fuch a Kind of War, as 
of ali others fhe is leaft able to maintain.’ 


They write from the Frontiers of French Flanders, 
that moft of the French Troops were march’d out of 
their Quarters for the Camp which is forming at Givet 
near the Maefe, to which the heavy Artillery is hkewife 
on the Road, with a great Number of Field: pieces ;
